to the Frank W. Whitehead farm on 
the lower Des Moines river, just 
across the bridge from the Missouri 
town of St. Francisville.

Judge Samuel Clyde Fullerton 


It is with sadness at heart that the writer 
is compelled at this moment to present on 
the cover the likeness of our beloved fellow 
breeder and many times president of the 
American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ As- 
sociation, of which he was a solid, substan- 
tial, fair dealing leader as president at the 
time when the breed most needed sincere, 
progressive support. Judge Fullerton was 
my friend, as he was the friend of thou- 
sands of other Aberdeen-Angus people 
throughout the nation, and the world, for it 
was his pleasure to meet many overseas 
visitors with whom he was held in the high- 
est esteem. 

Well do I remember the day when Judge 
Fullerton, of Oklahoma, stepped into the 
presiding officer’s chair at the annual meet- 
ing at Chicago on December 5th, 1923, and 
quietly took over the responsibility of di- 
recting the reorganization of 
the Aberdeen-Angus frater- 


“Oklahoma after Fifty Years’, a history of 
the Sooner State and its people, 1889-1939, 
Major General Charles F. Barrett, author 
and editor, published in 1941 by The His- 
torical Record Association: 


“High in the ranks of the legal profession 
of Oklahoma stands the name of Samuel 
Clyde Fullerton, of Miami, Oklahoma, who 
has been a member of the bar for almost 
half a century, and who at all times has up- 
held the strictest interpretations of its pro- 
fessional ethics. Mr. Fullerton is _ also 
known nationally as a breeder and raiser of 
pure bred cattle and hogs and as such has 
contributed to the agricultural wealth of 
the state by encouraging and supporting 
progressive methods in stock raising. 

“A Missourian by birth, Mr. Fullerton 
was born in Lawrence County, in that state, 

on September 11, 1877, his 


nity. His fair dealings with 
everyone, regardless of pre- 
vious affiliations or attitude, 
won for him the respect and 
highest honor among breed- 
ers everywhere, a distinctive 
position retained throughout 
his busy life time. 

It was early in the begin- 
ning of the Aberdeen-Angus 
Journal’s career that we had 
the pleasure of making the 
acquaintance of Judge Fuller- 
ton and his herd of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle at Miami, 
Oklahoma, a herd that has 
steadily gone forward, build- 
ing upon the solid rock of 
quality and_ performance, 
until today it is one of the 
outstanding Aberdeen-Angus 
breeding herds in America. 
It was back in 1925 when his 
great bull, Playman of Sun- 
beam broke the long chain of International 
grand championships held by sons of the 
grand old bull Earl Marshall, by winning 
that most coveted honor. This winning 
brought new courage and new determina- 
tion to develop the Sunbeam herd. Again 
in 1934 the International bull grand cham- 
pionship went to Black Peer of St. Albans, 
fitted and shown by Sunbeam Farms. 

In 1938 Black Prince of Sunbeam, a son 
of Black Peer of St. Albans, became the 
senior and grand champion at the Chicago 
International; at the same show in 1939 
Elgon Sunbeam, a son of Black Prince of 
Sunbeam became the junior champion bull. 
Bulls produced and fitted at Sunbeam 
Farms have ranked high throughout the na- 
tion’s leading exhibitions and sold among 
the tops at leading sales. Sunbeam Farms 
have held many very successful public auc- 
tions. 

Besides his holdings in the Miami locality 
Judge Fullerton has owned and operated 
an extensive ranch in the southwest where 
a large herd of Aberdeen-Angus cattle are 
doing exceptionally well. The Journal 
joins with the fraternity at large in extend- 
ing condolences to Judge Fullerton’s fine 
family who are all vitally interested in 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle and agriculture in 
general.

parents being Joseph David 
and Sarah Elizabeth (Gib- 
son) Fullerton. As a boy he 
attended the public schools 
of Sarcoxie, Missouri, grad- 
uating from the high school 
of that city in 1895. He then 
turned his attention to the 
study of law and gained his 
admittance to the’ bar in 
1897 

“Recognizing the oppor- 
tunities offered by new coun- 
try, Mr. Fullerton came to 
Miami in 1897 and began the 
practice of his profession 
that was destined to continue 
in that city for these many 
years. During the years of 
his active practice and resi- 
dence there, Miami became 
the Oklahoma capital of the 
lead and zinc industry, and 
many of the large mining 
and processing companies 
had their offices there. During these years 
Mr. Fullerton became a recognized author- 
ity on the law as it was related to mineral 
rights and land titles. He was a participant 
in much of the important litigation in the 
courts and it is a matter of record that his 
cases were always well prepared before pres- 
entation was made. His interest in the 
welfare of his client is traditional, observ- 
ing at all times the ethical standards of his 
profession. 

“As a fitting chapter in the life of Mr. 
Fullerton, he was called to the bench of the 
28th Judicial District of Oklahoma serving 
as district judge from 1919 to 1923, after 
which he resumed private practice. His 
thorough knowledge of the law and its ap- 
plication gave him a keen insight into the 
cases coming before him and he allowed no 
influence to sway his decisions, other than 
the strict interpretation of the law. 

“Judge Fullerton was married to Miss 
Minnie L. Beck, of Miami, on November 
27, 1901, and their children are: Pauline 
Florence, now Mrs. John C. Newton; Sam- 
uel Clyde, Jr.; Katherine Louise, now Mrs. 
Ray T. Moore; Gibson Beck, (now deceased) 
Carrie Belle, now Mrs. Gene Wagoner; 
Elizabeth Ann, now Mrs. George Coleman, 
Jr.; Mary. Lou, (now deceased) Patience 
Jean, now Mrs. John R, Stevenson and ten 
grandchildren.

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Why Seventh? 


ORTUNATELY for the beef cattle in- 

dustry, and meat producers in general, 

current moves to put the American pub- 
lic on a coolie diet are not going unchai- 
lenged. Organizations and leaders in the 
field are active against the talk of sabotage 
of the live stock industry in favor of cash 
grain farming. 

One of the straws in the wind is the plan 
of a deputy director of food production. 
He has rated animal protein foods accord- 
ing to “official” importance in the feed con- 
suming field. Looking through the list one 
finds that beef production is rated seventh 
—and last—on the list. Fluid milk and milk 
solids are given first place, then comes milk 
for cheese; eggs; poultry; pork products; 
lamb; and finally beef. 

In the early stages of the British food 
control plan, beef production rated no worse 
than third place. In the American version 
beef has been dropped four places. But it 
is worth noting that there is evidence in 
Britain of a change of opinion. For in war 
times maximum utilization of available 
feed is important. And it has yet to be 
proven that plain and common cattle will do 
the job anywhere nearly as efficiently as 
will well bred animals. Hence the concern in 
Britain that the cart may have been placed 
in front of the horse so far as maximum 
beef production is concerned. 

The talk in this country of heavier cash 
grain farming at the expense of red meat 
production brings up a number of very im- 
portant problems. What of fertility? How 
long can our good producing farms stand 
cropping abuse, even with some commercial 
fertilizer available, but with no manure to 
put back nitrogen and improve the quality 
of the soil? From the standpoint of man 
power available on farms there is also the 
question whether the greatest food produc- 
tion would come from grains, even in nor- 
mal growing seasons. In the case of drouth, 
or early frost, a farm without cattle to con- 
sume the roughage grown or the soft corn 
produced, would be almost a total loss in 
contributing to our food supply. 

There is also the fact that even disregard- 
ing the importance of erosion contro] there 
are millions of acres of land in this country 
that will produce more food if kept in grass 
than if plowed up. At the soil conservation 
farm at McCredie, Missouri, land in grass 
marketed as beef produced the equivalent 
of forty-one bushels of corn per acre. Yet 
as straight corn land, production was 
twenty to twenty-five bushels per acre. 
From the standpoint of the nation’s well 
being it would seem that 265 pounds of beef 
per acre, most years, would be a much bet- 
ter bet than twenty-five bushels of corn 
per acre, some years, even without taking 
into consideration the quality of the human 
food produced. And this production at a 
saving of 8742% in vital man power. 

No proof can be offered to show that top 
quality beef cattle are not of greater im- 
portance in war time than they are in more 
normal years. Quick maturity and maximum 
use of home grown feeds spell beef tonnage. 
Every encouragement should be given the 
pure bred breeder, the commercial cattle- 
man, and the feeder, to enable them to do 
the food producing job they are best equip- 
ped to perform.

Bull offerings will be limited to fifty head. 
All cattle entered will be inspected this fall 
and will again be passed on in Chicago be- 
fore the sale. Great care will be taken to 
see that all offerings represent the cream 
of the breed. 

Cash premiums of $5,000.00 will again be 
offered by the Association. The sale will 
be held at the International Pavilion at the 
Union Stock Yards, Chicago.

ABERDEEN-ANGUS 
STEERS AT TOP 

June marketing of fat cattle in Chicago, 
although hampered by the generally upset 
conditions in the industry, saw a good rep- 
resentation of Aberdeen-Angus steers and 
heifers sell at top prices. 

On June 16th Meek Ranch, of Van Buren 
County, Iowa, maintained its reputation for 
producing market toppers with a load of 900 
pound Aberdeen-Angus steers and heifers 
that brought $16.25, top price of the week 
for mixed loads. This offering was entirely 
home raised and home fed and a majority 
of the cattle were from cows bred by Meek 
Ranch. 

Another well known Aberdeen-Angus 
feeder and market topper, John Hubly, Ma- 
son county, Illinois, was on the Chicago 
market June 22nd with 24 head of home- 
bred, home-fed Aberdeen-Angus heifers av- 
eraging 839 pounds. They sold at $16.25, 
top price for heifers. 

On June 24th I. E. Olson, of Henry coun- 
ty, Illinois, received the day’s top of $16.00 
for mixed loads with a shipment of 900 
pound Aberdeen-Angus steers and heifers.

Since Mr. Grant’s death his body has laid 
at rest in a lonely Ellis County cemetery 
on the Kansas prairie, a spot indicated by a 
simple marker enclosed by a single strand 
of wire. The new memorial to be dedicated 
this day will be a more fitting marker for 
the resting place of this great cattleman. 

On the program will be W. H. Tomhave, 
secretary of the American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association; Mr. W. M. Barton, 
fieldman of the American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association; representatives of 
the Kansas Live Stock Association; Kansas 
State College officials; the Governor of the 
state of Kansas, and other high ranking of- 
ficials that will pay homage to Mr, Grant 
at this time. 


These two events in August are merely 
the beginning of a season of activity for 
Kansas breeders. In September are listed 
two sales, both of importance to every 
Aberdeen-Angus breeder. The Simon sale, 
September 6th, will be the second draft 
sale, and as stated before the offering will 
be one chock full of quality, an offering 
even greater than that of last year and one 
you can not afford to miss.

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N THE FIRST ARTICLE concerning the careers of these 
two great Aberdeen-Angus breeders, which appeared in the 
April issue of the Journal, the beginning of Mr. Estill’s show 
yard activities was reached, from there let us look into some 
of his subsequent achievements as an early day breeder and 
an individual as either his illustrious grandson Gay Lad, or his 


even more famous contemporary, W. A. McHenry, who glori- 
fied the doddy as few, if any others, have done. 

At a Turlington sale at Chicago in 1888, Mr. Estill bought 
Heather Lad 2d as a yearling. He was bred at Turlington 
and was sired by Black Knight, the most outstanding sire of 
his day, and out of Rosa Bonheur, of Turlington, dam of Heather 
Lad 4th and Guido Knight, and a full sister to the famous 
Heather Lad of Emerson 2d. Heather Lad 2d was not as good 
an individual as either his illustrious grandson, Gay Lad, or his 
equally well known great grandson, 10th Laird of Estill. 
He was a breedy looking bull, however, and although he 
lacked somewhat in heart girth and was not too smooth of 
shoulder, he had other outstanding qualities which more 
than offset these deficiencies, and that he was a great sire, 
no one could deny. From Bushranger and Estill Eric dams, 
he produced many winners and perpetuated that great line

tional Grand Champions, Oakville Quiet 
Lad and Erwin C., and was rated by 
some authorities as the most influential 
sire the breed has ever produced. Wheth- 
er that is over rating him or not, no one 
would suggest that he was not the great- 
est sire of his day and his name has 
probably appeared in the pedigrees of 
more celebrated show and_ breeding 
animals than that of any other bull. 
One of the Highlights of Mr. Estill’s 
career as a breeder and a showman was 
the record which he hung up at the Co- 
lumbian Exposition at Chicago in 1893.

of bulls founded at Turlington by his sire, Black Knight 4751. 
Previous articles of this series have related some of the outstand- 
ing accomplishments of the Turlington herd. 

Imported Wellington was used by Mr. Estill with good results 
for a short time. He was finally sold to B. R. Pierce, founder ot 
the famous Woodlawn herd, which is still in existence under the 
active management of a third generation of American Aberdeen- 
Angus breeders. 

While in service in the Woodlawn 
Young Wellington who was cham- 
pion bull at the Columbian Exposi- 
tion.

two great cows was decided in fav- 
or of Abbess, after long deliberation 
by one of the best live stock judges 
of all time, John Imboden, Mr. Me- 
Henry purchased Abbess from Mr, 
Estill at the highest price that had 
ever been paid in America for an 
Aberdeen-Angus cow. It was one 
of Mr. McHenry’s strong char- 
acteristics to always try to acquire 
the best and he usually succeeded 
in doing so, and this was, no doubt, 
one of the most important contri- 
buting factors to his great success 
as a breeder and exhibitor. 

I shall never forget his persist- 
ency in obtaining a price from me 
on Glenfoil Thickset 2d, when as 
a youthful exhibitor, I had taken 
this great bull through to two suc- 
cessive International grand cham- 
pionships at Chicago, defeating the best 
that this veteran breeder and others could 
send against him. Although Mr. McHenry 
was extremely fair to me in the price that 
he paid me for Glenfoil Thickset 2d, my

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OW MANY of you folks reading this 
H story have never been in the state of 

Texas? Last year, at the time of the 
Texas Field Day held at the Gowdy Ranch, 
Jacksboro, I paid my first visit to Texas, 
but Jacksboro is merely a hop, skip and 
jump across the Oklahoma line and this was 
my very first trip into the heart of the 
state. 

For the benefit of those who have never 
visited Texas I would like to explain that 
it is not merely another state in our Union, 
but an Empire, a Country in its own might. 
A Country that is as large as Germany, 
France and Belgium combined, (if I re- 
member my History books right), and it is 
the kind of country that one can never for- 
get, a country that gives one an undeni- 
able impulse to pull stakes and move to the 
great southwest to complete life. 

Distance in Texas is not thought of as 
measured miles, rather it is thought of in 
the terms of time. Friends live a half day’s 
journey apart and in this day and age any 
half day journey can mean anything from 
one hundred to two hundred and fifty miles, 
as many of the folks present this field day 
drove nearly two hundred miles to attend 
and some came an even greater distance. 

To the average person Texas is thought 
of as a vast cattle land covered mainly by 
mesquite brush, cactus, needle grass, rough 
land and rattle snakes. Such is not the 
case, for this state of Texas has all forms 
of climate, with the north and east section of 
the country fertile farming ground. Land 
that once was nearly all in the production 
of cotton but now many thousands of acres 
here is in corn land. Land that averages 
about forty or more bushels to the acre, if 
the corn is made before July and on our 
trip the last days of June this year most of 
the corn was past the danger point. 

At this time of the year we saw truck 
loads of melons and pineapples going to 
market, oats in the shock, hay presses go- 
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ing full blast and other indications of a 
good harvest in this area. It was rather 
dry, but not too dry and as we drove away 
towards home this section of Texas was 
blessed by a nearly general rainfall. 

Bill Barton, fieldman for the American 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association, had 
invited me to accompany him on this trip, 
which was a series of field days in Missouri 
and Texas, with several stops to visit breed- 
ers along the line. I was very glad of the 
opportunity to ride along with Bill and the 
trip into Texas is one that I can never for- 
get. As we drove down the road I remarked 
about the futility of gasoline rationing in 
such an area, for whenever we topped a

The Event took place 
on Saturday, June 26th; a Large Crowd Enjoyed the Program.

little rise we could see the road stretching 
out ahead, sometimes seeming to lead di- 
rectly to a mesa, which would be anywhere 
from thirty to fifty miles away, or as Bill 
said, “About two coupons distant.” 

Our entire trip covered something like 
thirty-five hundred miles with the first stop 
at the Tri-State Field Day at Kahoka, Mis- 
souri, then down to the Ozark Empire Field 
Day at Springfield, Missouri. From this 
point our trip carried us to Eureka, Kansas; 
Miami, Oklahoma; Tulsa, Oklahoma; Fort 
Worth, Texas; Brady, Texas, where we at- 
tended the Texas Field Day; then to San 
Antonio, Mexia, Dallas and across the line 
again through Oklahoma on our way to 
Atchinson, Kansas, to see the Eylar Ranch 
cattle and then directly home again. 

We left Tulsa, Oklahoma, on Friday 
morning, June 25th and drove through to 
Brady. It was a long drive, but one that 
we both thoroughly enjoyed as it was all 
made during day light and I got to see 
country that I had never covered previous- 
ly. Our arrival in Brady was made just at

in the south and southwest area and who 
were present to lend a hand to make this 
Field Day a success. 

Thanks to Tommy Brook we found our 
accommodations well taken care of, with a 
bed at the Ranch, and as soon as the vis- 
itors started for their beds we made our 
way out to Tommy’s place, but not directly 
to bed for we first visited the Barbecue pit 
to see how the cooks were making out. 

The pit was full of glowing coals under 
the grill, and the smell of the wood smoke 
and the barbecued meat gave us such an 
appetite that we could not resist the cook’s 
invitation to carve a few big bites from the 
beef, which was then done and ready to be 
served at any time. This pit was really 
something, about fifteen feet long, covered 
with meat and with more ready to be 
placed on the grill. They cooked all of 
three steers and most of eleven goats, 
which looked like too much meat as it 
figured out over a half a pound per person 
on the estimated crowd for the next day. 

Morning came all too soon. It was not 
long before the folks started to arrive for 
the field day and as the program did not 
officially start until after dinner these folks 
spent the morning examining the new show 
barn, the little show herd and the register 
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and commercial cows that were in the lots 
near the barn. The commercial group was 
a bunch of cows and calves that Toad Park- 
er, the head herdsman, had cut out from 
the main herd, for display. This group was 
shown “as is” and was composed of the 
general run of females in the commercial 
herd that run on the thirty thousand acre 
range at T. & H. Ranch. 

Around noon time everyone headed for 
the barbecue pit and by the time I got 
there the cooks had removed most of the 
meat from the grill and had it cut up for 
serving, but I snapped a picture of the 
meat remaining over the fire and that pic- 
ture appears along with this story. The 
dinner was really good, there was plenty to 
eat, in fact a great deal of the meat was 
left after the noon day snack, but little was 
left after many of us completed a late af- 
ternoon and evening lunch. 

As soon as the plates were empty and 
the folks relaxed the program commenced 
with the address of welcome by Tommy 
Brook who then turned the meeting over to 
Bill Barton, who acted as master of cere- 
monies and introduced the rest of the speak- 
ers. Bill first introduced Mrs. Tommy 
Brook, better known as Helen, and the 
girls who had helped her prepare for this 
event; next he introduced the pit man re- 
sponsible for the barbecue, Dudley Green 
and his helper, Bob Neal. Next he present- 
ed the boys who handle the cattle, Toad 
Parker and Rollie Neal. 

From this point on the program moved 
along rapidly, the speakers were as follows: 
M. J. Beinfield, Brady Chamber of Com- 
merce, followed by Rollie White; next was 
Jamie Brook, who made one of the best 
talks we had ever heard concerning the 
business of raising pure bred breeding and 
commercial cattle. Jamie is Tommy’s older 
brother and the two brothers are both ac- 
tive in the cattle business. Jamie has one 
of the finest herds of Herefords in Texas, 
Tommy one of the best herds of Aberdeen- 
Angus. Eddie Johnson was the next speak- 
er followed by L. R. Kershaw, Muskogee, 
Oklahoma. Mr. Kershaw has supplied many 
of the good cattle going into the state of 
Texas and gave a very good talk on the 
development of Aberdeen-Angus in that 
area. 

Next we heard from Professor Riggs and 
Dr. Williams of the Texas A & M College; 
A. B. Cox, superintendent of the McCulloch 
County Cotton Oil Mill; Will Hill, the oldest 
Aberdeen-Angus breeder in Texas and then 
Bill announced that Koss Barry, another 
veteran had written to Tommy asking to be

excused this day on account of ill health. 
Mr. Barry is perhaps the oldest Aberdeen- 
Angus breeder so far as personal age goes, 
and we were very sorry he could not have 
been with us that day. 

Several out-of-state breeders were pre- 
sent and were next introduced, these were 
L. R. Kershaw, Muskogee, Oklahoma; Sam- 
my Fullerton, Miami, Oklahoma; Mr. and 
Mrs. Bill Cook, of Cook Brothers, Merigold, 
Mississippi; Will Knight, Shreveport, Loui- 
siana; and Fred Wilmot, Richards, Mis- 
souri. Following the introduction of the 
visitors Bill called on Ed Brewster, secre- 
tary and treasurer of the Texas Associa- 
tion for a talk. 

That the meeting would get plenty of 
publicity was evidenced in the number of 
men present representing various publica- 
tions and newspapers, seven publicity men 
there represented four newspapers and two 
Live Stock Journals, and following the in- 
troduction of these men the crowd retired 
to the show barn where the type show and 
judging contest was to be held. 

The cattle show started off with the Type 
Demonstration. This demonstration was 
similar to those held elsewhere by Bill Bar- 
ton and everyone present enjoyed his dis- 
cussion on the various points necessary in 
selecting breeding stock for raising better 
commercial and pure bred animals. This 
talk was illustrated by a young bull and a 
heifer and each animal was gone over from 
a beef standpoint and then as a breeding in- 
dividual, with any faults pointed out and 
an explanation made as to how to improve 
them and how to choose breeding animals 
of both sexes. I know that everyone en- 


joyed this part of the program as they gave 
their undivided attention to the discussion. 

Everyone that went through the show 
barn showed a lot of interest in the little 
show bull that was used in the type show. 
This youngster was Coptus of Windsweep 
635374, and a great grandson of Blackcap 
Bard. This eight months old calf was out 
of Eisa L. 11th 522529, by Evaxus 2d of 
Ada, by Evaxus 8th of Page. 


As soon as Bill finished with the type 
demonstration several groups were shown, 
four animals to each group, the crowd 
making their choice of placings in each 
class after which the cards were handed in 
and Bill placed them officially, giving a 
set of reasons on each class as to just why 
he placed them as he did. It was a program 
unlike any that many of these folks had 
ever seen and I know they fully enjoyed 
taking part in the judging contest. Jamie 
Brook certainly enjoyed this part of the 
program and thought enough of it to ex- 
tend an invitation to Bill to come to Texas 
and put on a similar Type Show for the 
Hereford breeders at the time of their state 
field day. This, in itself, speaks well for 
the kind of work being done by Bill Barton 
for the promotion of the Aberdeen-Angus 
in holding field days of this kind every- 
where this summer. 


Most of the crowd left after the judging 
contest, with only a few hanging on to visit 
until dark, these mainly the folks living too 
far away to drive home that evening and 
those living close enough so that they 
could stay and spend another hour or two 
before heading homeward. We congregated 
on the screened-in back porch and talked 
until nearly dark, then lunched on goat 
meat sandwiches and had a picnic in Tom- 
my’s back yard. 

I stretched out on the grass, unmindful of 
red bugs (chiggers to you), and listened to 
those present spin their yarns. Some were 
tall tales and some were very tall indeed, 
but I got a big kick out of them. There I

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ERTAINLY the countryside was wet. 

It had rained and rained throughout 

Iowa, and the Nishna Botna Valley 
had not been spared. Scarcely any one was 
able to do field work, hence a_ splendid 
crowd assembled to take part in the division 
of the seventy-six head that made up the 
Hopley-McGregor offering, sold at the 
Wayland Hopley Farms, Atlantic, Iowa, on 
Saturday afternoon, June 12th, 1943, when 
Cols. Arthur Thompson and Roy Johnston, 
shared in making the division from the 
block. The sale was brisk from the begin- 
ning. 

The sale was opened with the females. 
Blackeap 4th of Blackhawk and her fine 
heifer calf entered the arena first. She 
was a neat package, most desirable from 
every angle, and the bids flowed freely, fin- 
ishing with an even twenty-five hundred 
dollar bid laid on the counter by Mr. Frank 
W. Pearson, owner of Meek Ranch, Milton, 
Iowa, who was on his way from his Cali- 
fornia home to visit his Iowa farms. Be- 
fore the auction was over Mr. Pearson had 
procured five females, including the second 
high female, Pridista Glencarnock 3d for 
which he paid $2000.00. 

The second cow to sell was Blackcap Miss 
Eston, a daughter of Eston of Quality, and 
she went to the Krotz Stock Farms, at Odell, 
Nebraska, at the modest price of $800.00. H. 
Ward Benson, is assembling a fine set of 
cattle for his Memphis, Missouri herd, he 
had been contender on the tops, and finally 
landed Erica Elite 7th with a splendid bull 
ealf at side, for $1500.00. His purchases 
ran to eight head, and included Eston Bar 
Quality 2d, an April 19th, 1942, son of Bar 
Eston, at an even thousand. By the way 
four sons and daughters of Bar Eston sold 
at an average of a little better than $912.00 
per head, and fifteen sons of his daddy, Es- 
ton of Quality made an average of $712.00 
each. 

Joe Kinney, of Oxford, Iowa, was pitch- 
ing all the while, and came through with 
the purchase of seven fine young females. 
Myron Baker, of Independence, Iowa, select- 
ed a total of nine females and finished his 
buying when he paid $1350.00 for Eston 
Bertram 5th a splendid son of Eston of 
Quality, to head the string. He must have 
had this bull in mind when selecting his fe- 
males for they are mostly by different sires, 
and they should nick well with the new herd 
bull. 

The heaviest buyer in numbers was Mr. 
Bruce Dodson, of Kansas City, owning a 
fine farm out near the Lonjac place close 
to Lees Summitt, Missouri, where he will

County 4-H Club steers and heifers at the 
major mid-west shows. The heifer club pro.

In fact, the members 
keep well informed on what cattle are for 
sale, they notify their secretary and he can 
direct any visitors right to the herd that is 
offering the cattle he may be wishing to 


phe plan that they follow is easily adapted 
to other counties in which there are several 
registered herds of any one breed. Mis- 
souri breeders have patterned associations 
along the same lines, breeders in other 
states have county organizations that flour- 
ish and give the. smaller breeders the same 
opportunity to sell surplus cattle at auc- 
‘tion, to join with other breeders in educa- 
tional tours and meetings where they learn 
more about the breed. 

It seems queer that most of these county 
organizations are found in the mid-west, 
Missouri, Iowa and Illinois, with only one 
or two county groups east of the Central If. 
linois group at Congerville, Illinois. In fact, 
the only one I can think of at this writing 
is the Dutchess County organization in New 


York. 

These associations are one reason why II- 
linois, Iowa and Missouri lead all other 
states in numbers of cattle transferred and 
number of new members to the American 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association. Be- 
sides a state sale, each county group holds 
an annual sale, which in turn results in 
local buyers establishing new herds, these 
same local buyers would not attend a state 
sale and bid in competition with the state 
buyers, even though the county sales often 
average just as much as do the state events. 

I know of only two county associations 
that have not been active during the past 
two years. In both cases the private trade 


has taken all available stock, leaving none 
for a public auction. Although a few top 
cattle from those herds have been consign- 
ed and sold in the state sales and breeders 
in those counties have advertised with the 
breed publication and also purchased sever- 
al top selling animals in the leading sales 
in the mid-west, thus keeping their names 
before the public. 

Marion County breeders have been ac- 
tive in promoting the breed and each year 
their sales offer a better class of cattle. 
This is due to a larger number from which 
to select and also because members of that 
organization have selected outstanding bulls 
and females from leading herds to improve 
the quality of the cattle they have to offer. 

The backbone of the industry is the little 
breeders who are constantly working for 
the breed. They stick to their cattle during 
both the high and low periods and certainly 
if you live in an area that contains enough 
herds, and you do not have an association, 
you would find it much to your advantage

So, we can expect to 
see the other great young herd sire, Prince 
Eston Quality offered for sale, too, and un- 
less we are all wrong, there will be many 
s present at Galena, Maryland, to have more 
: than one look at this very good son of Es- 
ton of Quality. 


But, besides the bulls, just a few lines 
about the females. There may be herds in 
the country today, who have purchased 
more top cows in recent years, the past two 
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sale seasons, and 
again there may 
not be any one 
herdthat has add- 
ed more good 
cows and more 
good heifers than has Oldfields during 1942 
and 1948. 

Yes, there’s a carload, and two and three 
carloads, of cattle any breeder in the land 
would be more than delighted to own.

EW TERRITORY, new faces, new 
N cattle are somewhat of a novelty these 

days as the many sales scheduled in 
territory where one has visited many 
times, seems to occupy as much time as 
one has for inspection of cattle and herds 
and in doing the regular job expected. How- 
ever, I had made plans to spend a day or 
two in Ontario, seeing at least some of the 
herds and some of the cattle, that will be 
consigned to the second annual sale to be 
staged under the supervision of Mr. L. Lb. 
O'Neill, associated with the Live Stock 
Branch of the Parliament Building at 
Toronto, and to be held at Edwards Broth- 
ers farm near Watford on October 9th. 

New herds are being started in Ontario, 
perhaps not as rapidly in the point of num- 
bers as in many sections here in the states, 
but after seeing some of the cattle at a few 
of the newer herds, my impression was and 
is that these herds are being quite well 
founded, by which we mean, well bred cat- 
tle of good type, and herds being headed by 
better than average herd bulls. 

Before mentioning the different herds 
visited, it might be best to comment a little 
about Blackbird Bandolier of Page, the bull 
whose influence in Canadian, especially 
Ontario, herds can easily be seen, This bull, 
well known in the States because of the 
winnings of his sons and daughters at the 
International, and more, the winnings of 
the get of his sons, is equally, if not more 
highly, regarded in Ontario. Many of the 
pedigrees one sees are line bred to this bull, 
and in some cases inbred, or very near to 
that. His influence is somewhat along the 
lines of that of Earl Marshall in his day, 
only perhaps on a somewhat smaller scale, 
due perhaps, to the fact that Edwards 
Brothers have never operated a large herd 
of breeding cows. 


After arriving at Toronto, and securing a 
room, Messrs. O’Neill of the Live Stock De- 
partment; A. C. McTaggart, manager of 
Don Head Farms; and Mr. Hood, live stock 
editor of the Canadian Countryman, start- 
ed out to see some cattle. Our first stop 
was at Mr. H. C. Hatch’s farm, where we 
saw a number of thoroughbred racing year- 
lings, as well as the nucleus for the breed- 
ing herd, which Mr. Hatch is assembling. 
Not knowing much about the breeding of 
the cattle, we still would venture to state 
that they are a very well bred group of 
cows, for they have excellent type, wonder- 
ful thickness and are the kind we seek to 
get, when some breeder wants the right 
kind. The new additions from the C. P. R. 
dispersal, especially the top bull and the 
top cow were not to be seen, as Mr. T. Alex 


-Edwards had taken them with him to the 


Western Canada Shows. But, we venture 
that Mr. Hatch will have a breeding herd 
of which he can be very proud, and that 
this will occur before he expects such. Just 
a small herd of cows, but uniformly correct, 
Stylish and with lots of quality. 

After driving several miles we stopped 
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to see the Elm Grove herd owned by Mr. 
Malcom Bailey and located near Uxbridge, 
Ontario. Mr. Bailey will consign a few 
head to the sale. Among them was a young 
heifer, perhaps too young to sell to the best 
advantage but a heifer that should be good 
enough to suit even particular breeders. In- 
cluded, too, is a bull and two cows. In the 
barn was a herd sire, Blackcap of Elm 
Grove 16th, a son of George of Aberlour 
2d and out of a Middlebrook Pride cow. 
According to the kind that clicks in my 
mind, this bull had something. Like all 


> beasts he could stand some improving here 
~and there, but he was certainly a good kind 


of a herd bull. The calves seen by him, 
were the right kind, too. Next was a stop 
at Mr. John Bowser’s farm near New Mar- 
ket. Mr. Bowser does not have many cattle 
as yet, but is establishing a good herd and 
plans to make it one of the best. A couple 
of females from the C. P. R. dispersal look- 
ed the part. Like Mr. Hatch, he will not be 
consigning to this fall’s sale, but we look 
forward to the time, when the herd is suf- 
ficiently large to offer cattle in the sales. 


Then on to Don Head Farms at Richmond 
Hill. I had particularly looked forward to 
visiting this farm, as I had met Mr. Mc- 
Taggart several years ago, when Don Head 
was the property of the late Mr. John D. 
Patterson. Don Head today is an excellent 
farm, nicely located and with a well round- 
ed live stock program. We first rode 
around the farm, seeing the Jerseys and 
the Southdown sheep, and then the cow 
herd. Mr. McTaggart showed us some fe- 
males that are headed for the Ontario sale. 
We recall a McHenry Barbara and a Black- 
cap, both by Enchanter of Bordulac 2d that 


will bear a little watching. In fact the 
group that Don Head offers will be above 
average throughout. We also visited the 
barns and here were a few young bulls, be- 
ing groomed and developed. Two good 
calves, that are especially good will some- 
time have more than one breeder willing to 
pay a good price to get them. The bull, 
Bandolier of Anoka 16th, is another good 
herd sire, and Don Head is fortunate in 
having him. The new herd sire, Glenelg 
Lad 7th, an April 1941 son of Glenelg Lad 
Middlebrook 2d was inspected, and we 
rather think he will give an excellent ac- 
count of himself. We were happy to have 
Mr. Redelmeier spend a few minutes with 
us in the pastures and the barns before we 
had to return to Toronto. 


The following morning Mr, O’Neill and 
Mr. William Stephens, of Woodbridge, and 
I started out by stopping and seeing the 
young bull being consigned by Mr. W. R. 
Ballard. This calf, a July 1942 son of En- 
chanter of Bordulac 2d is out of a Middle- 
brook Pride cow and like the other Middle- 
brook Prides I have seen, carries a lot of 
thickness. He will be among the top bulls 
in the sale, if he continues to come along 
the way he looked. We stopped a few 
minutes later to see Mr. Stephens’ herd, 
and although he has not many, he does 
have the right kind. We liked his herd 
bull very much. Not a calf but a bull that 
had excellent type, and the hide that 
pleases. His calves about the place were 
all right, and the heifers going into the sale 
will do this breeder proud. 

Westwood Farms were next, and the con- 
signment from there was rather uniform. 
It was from here, that Dale Fletcher “stole” 
a bull. I refer to the son of Bandolier of 
Anoka 6th, that they sold to Bethel Farm

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Feeding and Care of Calves

Minerals.—To build a sound and healthy 
skeleton and body, adequate amounts of 
minerals, especially calcium and phosphorus, 
are required. A lack of sufficient minerals 
may be even more disastrous to the calf 
than a shortage of protein or carbohydrates. 
Should a mineral-deficient ration continue 
over long periods, skeletal development is 
abnormal, resulting in serious deformities. 
The calf’s bones are unable to stand the in- 
creasing weight and may bend, become un- 
sound in the joints, and in some cases may 
even break. There is also a tendency for the 
calf to become unthrifty, listless, and to use 
his feed very inefficiently. 

The calf getting plenty of milk is usually 
free from mineral deficiencies, unless min- 
eral-deficient supplementary feeds are con- 
tinued over relatively long periods. Calves 
getting plenty of good legume hay such as 
alfalfa or good pasture are also relatively 
free of mineral deficiencies, unless growth 
is very rapid. In the event that a protein 
concentrate such as tankage or fish meal is 
fed, the mineral content of the ration is also 
increased materially. 

Should the calf appear unthrifty and 
show evidences of mineral deficiencies by 
enlarged joints, crooked bones, and a ten- 
dency to chew rags, sticks, bones and other- 
wise show a depraved appetite, the condi- 
tion is readily corrected through the use of 
mineral feeds. These need not be expensive 
commercial mixtures, but can be made at 
home easily and cheaply. 

Mineral deficiencies caused by insuffi- 
cient amounts of calcium and phosphorus 
are far the most common. This is true be- 
cause these minerals are needed in relative- 
ly large amounts. Iodine may in some local- 
ities be at fault though iodine deficiencies 
in Nebraska are not common. In rare cases 
deficient iron and copper may cause trouble, 
but few calves will need additional mineral

feeding of these types under most condi- 
tions. 

Where there is a deficiency of calcium 
and phosphorus in the ration, bone meal, 
which may be purchased from the packing 
houses, will probably come as near meeting 
the needs as any other substance. Powdered 
limestone (calcium carbonate), air-slacked 
lime, marble dust, or finely ground oyster 
shell may be used to correct a deficiency of 
calcium or lime in the ration. 

A mineral mixture that gives excellent 
results for all classes of farm live stock can 
be made as follows: steamed bone meal 2 
parts, ground limestone 2 parts, and salt 1 
part. This mixture should be kept before 
the calves at all times so that they can eat 
it at will. It can also be mixed in the feed 
at the rate of 1 pound to each 100 pounds of 
the grain mixture. Very good, ready-mixed 
commercial mineral feeds are available on 
the market. Many of these contain iodine 
and other mineral ingredients which may or 
may not be needed but which do no harm. 
Should goiter or “big neck” occur in calves, 
the condition can be corrected by giving 
iodine. This can be added to the above mix- 
ture if desired, in the form of potassium, 
sodium, or calcium iodide. If mixed into the 
mineral, two hundredths of one per cent of 
the mineral mixture (approximately two 
ounces) are a sufficient amount. 

Vitamins.—Luckily the cattle feeder is 
relatively free of vitamin troubles in his 
feeding operations with calves. Vitamin C is 
not needed by the calf, and vitamins A and 
B are quite likely to be present in the good 
grain mixture containing yellow corn and 
other grains. Vitamin D and to some extent 
vitamin A are found in limited amounts in 
good green leafy alfalfa hays and in the 
pasture grasses. Most milk contains some 
vitamin A and to a lesser extent vitamin D. 
If the calves show a tendency toward res- 
piratory troubles, lack of thriftiness, and 
crooked legs with big joints when fed ra- 
tions high in mineral, this is evidence of a 
lack of vitamins A and D, The condition can 
be corrected by feeding cod-liver oil which 
is rich in both vitamins. Cod-liver oil fed at 
the rate of one tablespoonful daily should 
prove ample. 

Salt—Common salt is required by all

Rations for Calves Receiving Milk 

It is not unusual for calves to be carried 
upon their mother’s milk for several] months 
without other feed than a little pasture or 
hay. Grass plus milk from the dam jg of 
course the rule with most of the range-bred 
calves. Raising calves on the farm should 
however, be a different practice. On the 
average corn-belt farm it is most Senerally 
uneconomical to carry calves until they are 
yearlings and sell them as stockers or feed. 
ers. The farm cow herd should use the pas- 
ture in summer and the rough feed in wip. 
ter. Surplus grain should be sold through 
the calf and that animal marketed as beef. 
If the quality is good and the calf is of ae. 
ceptable beef conformation, it is generally 3 
better practice to have the calf ready for 
market at from 12 to 15 months of age, If 
the calf is of the dairy type or mixed breed. 
ing, it is probably a better practice to mar- 
ket the calf as veal. This is especially true 
with the steers. Frequently steer calves go 
marketed will sell for almost as many dol- 
lars per head as veal, as they would if sold 
as yearlings. 


Whether sold as veal or baby beef, grain 
feeding from an early age is both necessary 
and economical. Never in the calf’s life will 
he return as much for the grain consumed 
as during the calf stage. The practice of 
feeding grain to suckling calves has been 
termed creep feeding, which means nothing 
more than starting the grain feeding while 
the calf is still nursing. It has many ad- 
vantages, among the most important of 
which are the following: (1) it produces ex- 
tra finish and growth, thus making a bigger 
and fatter calf at a younger age; (2) it pre- 
vents the usual afterweaning setback; (3) 
it shortens the feeding period after wean- 
ing from 200 days to from 90 to 100 days; 
(4) it reduces the overhead expense and the 
risk attendant on keeping the calves 6 to 10 
months longer; (5) it uses the feed more 
efficiently; and (6) it permits a larger cow 
herd or reduces the necessary pasture acre- 
age. 

Even though running with his mother, the 
calf will start to eat grain before he is a 
month old. Though he does not eat much, 
the habit established then will stand him in 
good stead when he is two to three months 
old. By this age he will be eating sufficient 
grain to start the fattening process. For the 
young calf it is better if the grain 5 
ground. Since fattening and growth are the 
objectives, the ration should be well balane- 
ed. Corn or similar grain should form the 
bulk of the ration but it should also include 
a high-protein feed. Ground oats and cor 
make a very satisfactory grain feed, being 
both palatable and nutritious. Oil meal 0 
other protein feed will balance the ration 
very well. For the fattening calf the follow- 
ing ration mixtures will be found quite sat- 
isfactory. (In all cases, proportions are 81 
en by weight.)

Substituting feeds in the mixtures.— 
Cracked corn has been used for illustration. 
It is no doubt the best of the farm-grown 
carbohydrate feeds but wheat, rye, barley, 
or the grain sorghums can be substituted 
for it. With the small grains it is best to 
use oats in the mixture to add to the palata- 
bility and give bulkiness to the grain mix- 
The protein feed suggested for these ra- 
tions (linseed meal) can be replaced with 
cottonseed meal, soybean meal, or others of 
the protein concentrates discussed on pages 
7 and 8. If tankage or fish meal is used the 
quantity can be cut down by one-third since 
it has a higher protein content than linseed 
meal and like feeds. Better results will be 
obtained with “dry-rendered” than with 
“wet-rendered” or “digester” tankage. 

In Ration 4, molasses was introduced to 
add palatability to the mixture in case it 
seems desirable to induce more grain con- 
sumption. Fine, leafy alfalfa or other 
legume hay should be fed in racks in addi- 
tion to the above mixtures. In the case of 
older calves, 8 to 12 months, that are to be 
kept for breeding purposes, it is sometimes 
desirable to feed silage and limit the 
amount of grain lest the calves get fatter 
than is consistent with good management. 

Feeding skimmilk.—This is of course a 
more complicated feeding problem than al- 
lowing the calf to run with its dam. Such 
problems as changing from whole milk to 
skimmilk, amount to feed and frequency, as 
well as supplementary feeding, take some 
time and care. Perhaps this accounts for 
many of the stunted, paunchy calves one so 
often sees around farms where skimmilk is 
used. However, it has often been demon- 
strated that there is little difference be- 
tween the skimmilk and whole-milk calves 
under proper feeding methods. 

It is always a good practice to keep the 
calf on whole milk the first month or six 
weeks to insure a good start. Further it 
gives the calf sufficient time for the devel- 
opment of his digestive apparatus to a point 
where he can digest a small amount of 
grain. In addition, he learns to eat grain 
during this period, and when the change is 
made from whole to skimmed milk, there is 
less of a shock to the digestive system. 
Once the calf reaches an age where he can 
eat and digest grains, he will do practically 
as well upon skimmed milk as upon whole 
milk. The only difference between the two 
is, of course, the fat content, the fat being 
removed in the separating process. Good 
grain mixtures supply enough fat to take 
the place of that in milk. (To be continued

ITH the passing of George E, Van- 

W derkolk of Bellwood, Nebraska, on 

the morning of April 26th, 1943, 
came to a close the career of one of the 
most outstanding Nebraska Aberdeen-An- 
gus breeders. About thirty years ago Mr. 
Vanderkolk bought one registered Aber- 
deen-Angus cow and from this small be- 
ginning sprang one of the finest herds in 
the state. Being most meticulous in the 
care he gave his cattle he was rewarded by 
better animals as the years went by. 

At the National Western Stock Show held 
in Denver on January of this year he pur- 
chased Lot 148, exhibited and sold by J. 
Garrett Tolan, of Pleasant Plains, Illinois, 
hoping for a further improvement in the 
get of his sixty fine cows. 

Two years ago, having served as the vice- 
president of the Nebraska Association of 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders for a number of 
years, he was advanced to the presidency, 
taking the post vacated by Dr. Anderson, 
of Beatrice, who had gone into military ser- 
vice. Mr. Vanderkolk’s untiring efforts in 
promoting the interests of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle in Nebraska were well known through- 
out the state. Never sparing himself, he 
gave generously of his time to this work. 

He was an auctioneer of more than aver- 
age ability. His judgment of values was 
excellent. His charities were many and 
varied. He held dozens of farm sales every 
winter and since the Pear] Harbor episode, 
each time a farmer held a sale to enter the 
service he was charged no commission or 
was given a bond by Mr. Vanderkolk. In 
his home community he was a leading citi- 
zen and a man of many abilities, having 
held positions of responsibility and honor. 
Because of his excellent judgment and busi- 
ness experience, people from every walk of 
life approached him for advice and help 
which was generously given. 

The last rites were held from the M. E. 
Church in David City, on Thursday, April 
29th. The church was packed with friends 
and acquaintances from far and near. His 
body was laid to rest in the _ beautiful 
cemetery outside of David City. 

Ever a hard worker, he applied himself 
so diligently to his many activities that, 
while still in middle life, his heart gave 
way.

THOSE SMALL 
BLACK FLIES. 

An Aberdeen-Angus Journal reader in 
Tennessee writes as follows: “I would like 
to know the most effective means to com- 
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bat the small black flies that make cattle 
so miserable during the summer months, if 
there is any remedy. I thought perhaps 
that some of your readers may have had 
similar experiences that might prove help- 
ful to others. These flies seem to annoy 
cattle more and more each year and I have 
wondered if there was not some means of 
either spraying, or dipping, that would re- 
lieve them of this pest”. 


Perhaps one disadvantage in spraying, or 
dipping, is that most solutions that will 
keep the flies away is also powerful enough 
to harm the animals. Most spray contains 
oils, some mixtures will burn the skin and 
slip the hair, or cause the animals to blister 
when they are out in the sun. 


Sanitation methods are the best way to 
reduce the flies around the barn lots. Sev- 
eral methods of control may be used, alone 
or in combination. Keep the manure piles 
away from the buildings; screen the win- 
dows, or darken them with a single thick- 
ness of burlap; if you are equipped with 
electricity leave one window open to the 
outside light and install an electric screen 
to kill the flies; string baling wire above 
the pens and hang grain sacks so that the 
animals may brush the flies from their 
backs; an electric motor with big fan blade 
will help reduce the flies in the barn and 
also make the cattle more comfortable 
when they are tied in the stalls for feeding 
and nursing calves, and any good fly spray 
may also be used at feeding time to keep 
the cows quiet while the calves are nursing. 


Some breeders have fly traps that the 
cattle pass through in entering and leaving 
the barn; others place the traps in the feed 
lots and the cattle soon learn’ to pass 
through it to get rid of the flies. These 
methods may not control the small black 
flies in Tennessee, for we know little about 
them, but the above ways of control have 
been observed in our visits to Aberdeen- 
Angus herds in the midwest and southwest.

Pure Bred Herds demanding better 


Herd Sires and Better Females from which to 
Produce more and more good Breeding Cattle, 


By GAY QUAMMEN 


ANY OF THE STATES below the 

Mason Dixon line have become real 

markets for bulls to use on native 
cows to improve the type of feeder calves 
raised in these states. These commercial 
breeders are learning fast the advisability 
of securing and using better sires. No long- 
er can just an ordinary bull be expected to 
suit their demands. The recently organized 
Southeastern Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ As- 
sociation realizes that the future of the 
breed in the Southeast depends upon the 
kind of bulls, that their breeders can pro- 
duce to sell to these commercial breeders. 
As an association, they are ready to do their 
share to secure the right kind of bulls for 
this trade. 


Too frequently, (and the same has been 
done in this section) breeders have offered 
bulls for sale that are inferior to the breed. 
We grant that these bulls, that do not aver- 
age up to the standards we like to claim 
and rightfully can claim for Aberdeen- 
Angus bulls, still have served to improve 
over the kind of bulls used in many com- 
mercial herds in the southeast. However, 
that is not enough. It is not fair to the breed 
as a whole, to offer the kind of bulls that 
could better have been steers. The question 
may be raised as to why it is not fair to the 
breed, and we think there are several good 
reasons. First, ass breeders of Aberdeen- 
Angus we must recognize Aberdeen-Angus 
as the best breed. Otherwise we would have 
selected one or another of the beef breeds. 
If we do recognize the superiority of the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed, we must, if we want 
to retain that superiority, offer bulls, that 
are better bulls than any commercial breed- 
er can buy of any other beef breed. Only 
through the sale of better bulls in the south- 
east can Aberdeen-Angus maintain their 
present reputation. We will admit that we 
want more Black bulls on the southeastern 
ranges. But with the numbers we want to 
see these bulls be of better type, better 
quality and of blood lines that have proven 
to be producers of better cattle. We have 
heard and have good reason to believe that 
in one southern city, more than eight hun- 


dred bulls of another breed were sold ; 
year. That perhaps means that pire Be Ni 
sand calves will drop to the services of rine 
bulls. Surely, we would like to see : 
hundred Aberdeen-Angus bulls sold each pa 
every year in the Southeast. However un- 
less these bulls are superior to the bulls of 
other breeds being sold, we prefer to see a 
smaller number of bulls go into this terri- 
tory and to know that every bull buyer, once 
he has used an Aberdeen-Angus bull, wil 
always be a buyer of Aberdeen-Angus bulls 
in the future. To make that possible, breed. 
ers must offer bulls that will sire better 
beef calves than bulls of any other beef 
breed. It can be done, and it is what the 
Southeastern association of breeders are 
anxious to do. We might add they are will. 
ing to give time, effort and money to get 
this job done. 

There is more and more land in the south- 
east being turned over to the beef cattle 
business. This trend can be expected to in- 
crease for several years. The demand for 
bulls of any breed can be expected to in- 
crease or decrease according to the kind of 
bulls, that breeders have offered for sale to 
the commercial producers of feeder cattle. 

The attendance at sales in Georgia and 
Alabama, where we have been present, has 
been good and made up of interested folk, 
ready to buy cattle. As each year passes, 
and as each sale comes along, we can expect 
these crowds to be larger, and the buyers to 
be ready to pay more and more for better 
and better bulls. 

The job is, of course, to produce these 
bulls. That is the pure bred breeder’s obliga- 
tion and the important reason for pure bred 
breeding herds. To do this job, pure bred 
breeders must necessarily look to their own 
herd sires. Pure bred breeders, (and many 
supposed to be such, are not,) do not pay 
enough attention to their herd bulls or to the 
cows in their breeding herds. Any fieldman 
who has the opportunity to see quite a few 
herds of cattle, very frequently finds the 
self-satisfied breeder, who really has 
nothing but a group of registered cows, 
many of them inferior to a lot of commer-

One of the major opportunities of the 
year for Southeastern breeders to secure 
good cattle will come on December 9th at 
the DeKalb County Fair Grounds, Decatur, 
Georgia. This is actually in greater Atlanta, 
where rail and hotel facilities are adequate. 
The date, December 9th, has been set for the 
first Show and Sale to be staged by the new 
Southeastern association, and the officers 
are doing their utmost to secure a consign- 
ment of cattle of which they can be right- 
fully proud, a consignment made up of the 
very best young cattle from the leading 
herds. In many instances, these cattle are 
the ones that had been marked for improv- 
ing their own herds, but the sale is now the 
major effort to bring about a greater rec- 
ognition of the breed in the territory and 
the consignors are a cooperative group, 
ready to do their share toward accomplish- 
ing the objectives for which they organized. 


To make this event the most successful, 
each breeder must follow through the job. 
After listing a good animal, or two or three 
good ones, these same cattle must be care- 
fully developed to permit new breeders and 
established breeders to see just how good 
the cattle can be made by proper develop- 
ment. Some may state, that it is far better 
to buy cattle in pasture condition. That is 
true for a breeder like J. Garrett Tolan or 
one with his experience. But new breeders 
cannot visualize the real worth of an animal 
unless that animal is fitted. So fit your cat- 
tle and fit them to the best of your ability. 
After all, they are beef cattle and as such 
must be able to take on meat readily, 
smoothly and quickly. 


Mr. Robert C. Roebling, owner of Modena

Constant Improvement in Individual Breeder’s 

Herds will serve to improve the Breed as a 

whole as well as to retain Breed Supremacy 

that it now enjoys; it is the Quality Plus Breed.

the business of operating a herd of 

Aberdeen-Angus cattle, or for that 
matter any herd of pure bred live stock. 
We go ahead or we go back, dependent 
upon how interested we are and how much 
time and thought as well as effort we are 
willing to give to the business. 

The comments to follow do not apply 
strictly to Maryland. Rather to the aver- 
age breeder all over the land. There will 
be nothing new suggested, nothing untried, 
yet the suggestions to fellow are worth 
some consideration for on many occasions 
they have proven to be of value to breeders 
and if they are good for one, they have 
served to help the breed, as a whole. The 
Journal is definitely interested in the breed. 
To a certain degree this interest may result 
from ambition to show a profit through ad- 
vertising. However, the interest in the 
breed goes a little farther. It might be 
summed up similar to the average breeder, 
who likes to have his herd make a profit, 
but. considers the pleasure he gets from his 
job as partial remuneration for effort ex- 
pended. 

But coming back to this improvement. and 
how it must be constantly kept in mind and 
ways that such may be accomplished. First, 
add better herd sires to the breeding herd. 
We admit that finding top herd bulls is a 
problem. If it was an easy matter, there 
would be little for which to work. Finding 
them is a job in itself and not a small job. 
However, right now is an excellent time to 
go out and buy a top herd bull. As I sit 
and write these lines I can hear any num- 
ber of readers question the advisability of 
stepping out to buy a top herd bull with 
the present price range that exists for top 
herd sires. I still maintain that right now 
is an excellent time to add a better herd 


Tite te IS NO STANDING STILL in 


sire. First, the demand for cattle is such 
that most any four legged beast will bring 
a good price, and improvement need not 
mean merely enlargement of a herd. In 
fact it doesn’t mean to increase the size of 
a herd at all. In other words, if necessary 
to acquire the means with which to buy a 
top herd bull, sell some of the plainer end 
of the herd. All herds, or at least most 
any herd we have ever seen, has a few cows 
that do not look as good, are not as well 
bred, and that do not produce as well as 
their respective owners might wish them to 
do. Give these cattle that do not meet with 
the standards of your tops, plenty of feed 
and market them to commercial men, want- 
ing to enlarge their herds, or sell them to 
the packer. The price is good enough today, 
so that they can be culled from the herd and 
sold without much if any loss to their re- 
spective owners. Furthermore, in support 
of the idea that now is a good time to buy 
a better bull, we think that all prices are 
relative, and that when the prices being 
paid today for top herd sire prospects 
drops, then the price on all pure bred live 
stock will drop. The breeder who has a top 
herd sire at the head of his herd needs 
very little assistance in the sale of his 
young stock. In fact, mail comes to this 
office very often stating that. “all cattle of 
salable age have been sold at a good price”. 
Heifers ‘bred to a good bull are worth from 
fifty to two hundred dollars a head more 
than heifers bred to a poor bull. And when 
the time does come when cattle, that is 
registered cattle are not selling as well as 
they are today, the breeder with the good 
herd sire will still be securing a nice prem- 
ium for the calves he produces over that 
received for the average. Add good cows to 
the herd, and add well bred ones. Like a 
good herd sire, the good females improve

This breeder recognized the value of both 
of these animals, did not sell either the bylj 
or the cow, and has since sold several time 
the gross volume as the sale at that date 
would have amounted to, and still has the 
bull and the cow and both are still worth 
what they were at that time and possibly 
more. In fact he has sold four song of the 
bull for twice as much and more mone 
than bo 7 offered mg? the herd sire, 5, 
we state buy now to keep improvj ; 
herd and the breed. an 
We also stated just a few lines on selling 
cattle now. To some it may seem that we 
are reversing our position as to buying 
when we state that it is wise to sell some 
cattle as well as buy some. We think not 
for there are cattle to sell as well as cattle 
to buy. The breed improving herd makes 
sales constantly. By that we don’t mean 
that any breeder who has a great herd sire 
should sell the herd bull. Not at all, keep 
him, for if he is a proven sire of good cat- 
tle and you own him, you can do more by 
keeping him than by offering him for sale. 
But, start some new herds with good cattle, 
Find out from the prospective buyer his 
ambitions in the business and sell him cat- 
tle to fit his needs. Don’t sell the culls 
from your herd to a new breeder who wants 
to build a breeding herd. That does not im- 
prove the breed. It may improve your herd, 
but it cannot serve to build a good breed- 
ing herd for the new breeder. And since 
the new breeder becomes one of many 
breeders, the breed as a pure breed will suf- 
fer if inferior cattle continue to make up 
breeding herds, whose job it is to produce 
seed stock or herd bulls or even bulls for 
the commercial producer of beef calves, We 
like to see as many cattle registered each 
year as is possible, but some care can be 
given to the registration of every calf drop- 
ped on the farm. Merely registering all 
the calves does not improve the breed. It 
will, of course increase the number of reg- 
istered breeding cattle, but that alone can- 
not uphold the high standards all Aberdeen- 
Angus breeders want for their breed. Cull 
your cattle to the packer market or to com- 
mercial breeders, and sell them as such, 
not as top registered breeding stock. The 
Aberdeen-Angus breed is getting large 
enough today, so that we need not look for 
mere numbers. But we do have to look to 
more commercial herds, and the way to 
get them is to permit commercial breeders 
to buy the poorer end of our registeré 
cow herds at prices that they can afford to 
pay, that is prices that are only a little 
more than market value. Just recently, we 
had a letter from a new man who wants one 
hundred cows, and in his letter he states 
that he will pay ten to twenty percent over 
market value. So, sell some of the cattle 
as well as buy better ones. And when your 
herd is furnishing seed stock for a neW 
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ing herd, be certain that seed stock 
pg to your herd and to the breed it 


epresents. 
: hae the herd by more careful breed- 
ing. Make an analysis of your entire herd. 
Check your herd bull for size, for type, for 
quality for everything that makes a good 
individual. Check the breeding cows just 
as closely. Study their weaknesses, and 
their strong points, as well. Then mate 
your cattle with the intent of improving the 
average calf. Too many breeders buy a 
herd or a group of cows, then buy a bull, 
and from there on out, forget about the 
calves and how the calves develop. You 
may have some excellent cows and a good 
pull, yet the calves are not meeting your 
expectations. The thing then, to do is not 
to forget the bull or the females, but rath- 
er to study the weaknesses of the bull and 
the cows and especially the weaknesses of 
the calves. If the weakness is general, cor- 
rect that weakness by getting a bull that 
has strength where the weakness seems 
most apparent in the calves or in their 
dams. When breeders everywhere start do- 
ing a systematic job of mating their cows, 
they will be improving their herds and the 
breed. As long as they do not analyze 
their calves, they are merely producing cat- 
tle. The top breeders spend a lot of time 
looking for weaknesses that they may serve 
to correct it. The top breeders, too, could 
ill afford to forget this analysis, for they 
know well that cattle do not stand still, but 
go forward or backward, and no top breed- 
er likes to witness the decline of his herd 
of cattle. 

Proper development of cattle has accom- 
plished much to place the breed in the posi- 
tion it enjoys with respect to other breeds 
of beef cattle. And here, again, numbers 
of breeding cows have not done the job. 
Rather the quality of the few, for even to- 
day with thousands of Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle, the breed is not foremost with respect 
to numbers. No good calf can be expected 
to get along on grass alone, if that calf is 
expected to be developed into a herd sire 
prospect. He needs care and fitting. We 
take good care of our automobiles, today, 
possibly better than we did when they were 
easier to get. But even then, we greased 
them and saw to that the oil was changed. 
Nothing is improved without care. The 
gardener who fails to weed seldom raises 
much of a quality product except weeds. 
The breeder who fails to give his cattle 
good care, plenty of feed and good water 
and shade, when necessary, seldom raises 
a calf that ever does much for his herd or 
for the breed. Particularly striking is the 
job performed by Mr. Larson, of Greenville, 
Iowa, before the National Sale and Show at 
Chicago in March of this year. Here was

a breeder, little known except perhaps in 
his own particular territory. Yet, he gave 
a calf the necessary care and fitting, took 
the calf to Chicago, and arrived only the 
morning of the show. He then showed the 
calf, won his class, won the reserve cham- 
pionship, and sold the calf for $5700.00, 
which sum was perhaps more than he had 
invested in his entire herd of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle. Note that we used “perhaps” 
in the sentence preceding this, for we do 
not know what his original herd cost or 
where they were bred or from whom he 
purchased them. We are quite sure, how- 
ever, that when this breeder was fitting the 
young bull, he did not have an idea that he 
could win a reserve championship at the 
National Sale and Show or sell the calf for 
$5,700.00. The reason, of course, for bring- 
ing this instance into the comment appear- 
ing here is that it definitely pays to fit and 
develop your good young cattle, There were 
at the same sale and show, cattle from well 
known herds that very definitely lacked 
both feed and fitting to make them sell as 
well as they might have sold. The fact 
that there are no major live stock shows be- 
ing held, has more than likely caused a 
number of breeders to fail to develop their 
cattle properly. We still think that it pays 
to bring out the best there is in a calf and 
proper fitting will do that, will prove how 
calves respond to feed and_ will prove

baci another method of improving the 
breed is by herd advertising. Again, we 
might be able to hear some comment that 
this was supposed to lead up to some adver- 
tising propaganda. But, wait a moment. 
Good advertising of a good herd can serve 
to improve the breed and the following re- 
marks may bear some reading. We do not 
advocate advertising an _inferior herd of 
cattle or advertising inferior cattle for sale, 
unless they are so termed. However, a good 
herd of cattle, headed by a bull, who is a 
good individual, who is right in type and of 
good quality and a bull whose calves are 
of that good type that is in demand, can 
do the breed good by a well rounded pro- 
ram of advertising. For when a breeder 
has the cattle, or when a breeder is getting 
the cattle to become that kind of a breed- 
er, proper advertising will serve to attract 
buyers, who will found herds on_ better 
foundation stock than if this breeder was 
unknown to them. Imagine, if you can, the 
wealth of good that can be traced to such 
herd bulls as Earl Marshall, Black Wood- 
lawn, Oakville Quiet Lad, Blackcap Revolu- 
tion, Glenfoil Thick Set 2d, or to be more 
modern, Eileenmere 32d and his great son, 
Eileenmere 85th, Black Prince of Sunbeam, 
Blackbird Bandolier of Page, Prizemere 32d, 
Bandolier of Anoka, Revolution 7th, Revo- 
lution 41st, Revolution of Page 11th, and 
many many others. Had these bulls and 
the cows to whom they were mated been 
owned by a breeder who failed to take ad- 
vantage of the advertising media that was 
at hand, many of them would never have 
had the chance to influence the good of the 
breed, that they have had. 

Since live stock shows are not a part of 
today’s program for proper advertising, 
this factor in herd building and breed im- 
proving must be accomplished some other 
way. It may be second best, but proper 
advertising of the good herd bulls, and 
especially of their good calves that are 
properly developed can work toward a gen- 
eral improvement of the breed. However, 
don’t advertise an inferior bull as being a 
great bull nor just common calves as being 
great calves. The response that you will 
get may be good for immediate business, 
but the lasting respect it gives you as a 
breeder will be harmful and the breed will 
certainly not be improved by having infer- 
ior sons of an inferior bull heading breed- 
ing herds. Advertising should be adequate, 
not over stated. Feature the good herd 
bulls, forget the others. 

And in summing it all up, you must buy 
and sell, feed and develop, cull, have re- 
gard to proper matings and advertise when 
you have something that warrants the space 
used and the effort expended. Each re- 
quires thought, lots of it, and each can be 
in itself and even more so, all together, a 
real factor in building the breed so that 
when interbreed live stock shows are again 
part of the live stock business, Aberdeen- 
Angus may retain the favorable spot they 
have held, because of their excellent quality, 
for years.

Building a Breeding Herd requires more than 

just going out, buying a Few Head of Breeding 

Cattle and accepting as Truth, Statements tha 

tend to Overlook the Facts that Cattle require 

Considerable Care and Attention if They are t, 

carry on Successfully, Profitably, Satisfactorily

ITH THE DEMAND for cattle as it 

W is, and new breeders coming into the 

business every day it might not be 

amiss to offer a few suggestions on build- 

ing a breeding herd of cattle. These sugges- 

tions can well be applied to breeders selling 

seed stock as well as to new breeders build- 
ing a breeding herd. 

First, and important, is the selection of 
the breed. We might state that Aberdeen- 
Angus is the only good beef breed. But, we 
shall not make that statement, for there is 
room for the other breeds as well, and for 
the good of the Aberdeen-Angus breed, we 
are happy there are other beef breeds. For 
it is our opinion that as long as we have 
other breeds, we shall be more conscious of 
our job as Aberdeen-Angus breeders to 
keep improving the breed so that it can 
always be the foremost beef breed. Lack- 
ing that competition, we might become care- 
less about our obligation as breeders, and 
tend to let our breed slip backwards. So, if 
you are going to build a breeding herd, be 
sure of the breed that you want. If you, as 
a breeder have a new customer, who wants 
to build a breeding herd, be sure that he 
prefers Aberdeen-Angus, for if he buys 
Aberdeen-Angus and then finds out he pre- 
fers another breed, that breeder will not 
only fail in building a herd, but will tend to 
harm the breed, taking little or no care of 
his cattle, and his cattle will become a poor 
advertisement for the breed, and you as the 
breeder of his foundation stock will gain no 
good will from the sale. 

Supposing the buyer prefers Aberdeen- 
Angus. His next step would be to study 
something about them. We would suggest 
a lot of good conversation with some unself- 
ish breeder, and there are many of them, 
conversation would teach the new man 
something about. the type that is most pre- 
ferable, the style, the quality, the “feel” and 
surely, some sound logic as to breeding and 
pedigrees. Far too often, new breeders will, 
with no knowledge of the breed or the in- 
dividuality or pedigrees, buy indiscriminate- 


ly, and usually getting very litt i 
money. The smart thing de oa pe 
the man who knows and appreciates the 
value of good breeding herds, and get his 
services in selecting the foundation stock. 
Fortunately, the average breeder one finds 
is honest and will be happy to give informa. 
tion and help to a new man. As a geller 
the breeder should be sure to tell a new man 
as much as he possibly can about the right 
type of cattle and the value of good breed. 
ing. It will help the new breeder and will 
prove to be a great advertisement for the 
seller. 

One thing new breeders should decide 
early and that is just what kind of a hen 
of cattle they really want. There is a lot of 
difference in the kind of cattle in any breed, 
There are good ones, poor ones, short legged 
ones and long legged ones, thick ones and 
slim ones, good headed and poor headed, 
deep bodied or slim bodied, stylish cattle and 
droopy cattle. The new man should learn 
the difference and if he wants the right 
kind, the better kind, should expect to pay 
the difference in price. So, again as a seller, 
show the new man some good ones, and 
since most breeders have a few cows that 
just don’t quite fit in with their tops, show 
the new man the wrong kind, too. Sell him 
the right kind, especially if he has an idea 
that he wants to breed cattle good enough 
for seed stock for other new herds or if he 
wants to develop bulls for pure bred herds. 
Most any kind of cattle will make some 
money, but the best always make the most, 
and with the profits there must be added a 
lot of satisfaction in producing the good 
kind. That argument, too, can be used as 
a selling point, and should be used. 

When a new breeder has decided to estab- 
lish a high class herd of breeding cattle, 
he should be sure to get the help from some 
able and unselfish person in selecting his 
cattle. We have seen quite a few herds 
start, some the right way, others the wrong 
way, and in three or four years, the inter- 
ested breeder who started right is producing

i he kind no one wants or has started 
pp or, is out of the business. In buy- 
ing good cattle be certain of getting the 
modern type, good heads, strong backs, 

lenty of thickness, lots of body, short legs, 
in fact try to select cattle that are uniform- 
ly good in type. Select cattle of good pedi- 

‘ees, More and more breeders and buyers 
are becoming conscious of the value of good 
breeding, that is pedigrees, that show not an 
occasional good ancestor, but many good 
ancestors. We have seen some good indivi- 
duals, sired by some good bull and out of a 
oorly bred dam, or sired by an inferiorly 
bred bull and out of some good cow. W. hen 
these animals come up for sale, there is a 
definite drop in the market. Just as true is 
the fact, that when a good individual, sired 
by a well bred, well known bull and out of 
an equally well bred and well known tribe 
of cows, that animal is immediately wanted 
by well established breeders and especially 
by those who really know their cattle values. 
New breeders who start with foundation 
stock from well known herds have quite an 
advantage over those who start with cattle 
that are little known. In other words, the 
new breeder saves time and expense in his 
own advertising campaign, when he buys 
from recognized herds, herds that advertise 
their cattle, show their cattle and breeders, 
who take a definite part in the general pro- 
motional affairs of the breed. 


Last and certainly, not least, the matter 
of securing help. Perhaps more good cattle 
are let go down hill because of inadequate 
help than any one other reason. Breeding 
pure bred live stock is no simple matter. It 
requires considerable outlay of capital. It 
requires help that knows how to feed and 
how to care for cattle. All the fancy build- 
in,s in the world and all the well bred cattle 
in them will never do much in the live stock 
business unless these same herds are being 
managed by men who know. Too often, we 
have seen men with means enough, men who 
have invested considerable money in founda- 
tion stock and they are ready to advertise, 
do anything in fact to help the business, but 
they fail to recognize the real worth of a 
cattleman on their farm. A good herdsman 
can take a mediocre herd and make it good, 
a poor herdsman can take a grand lot of 
well bred cattle and ruin them. 

So in building a breeding herd, the facts 
mentioned above might be of some help, and 
if followed would lead to more better herds 
and less poor ones.

acting as master of ceremonies. The first 
speaker introduced was Mr. Pipkin, who 
welcomed the crowd to the farm and in- 
vited them to inspect the breeding herd be- 
fore calling the day complete, and all of 
those who inspected the cattle will realize 
that this is one of the better herds of that 
section of the state. 


Mr. Watt next introduced Bill Barton, 
who spoke of the rapid growth of the 
American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation and especially on the rapid growth 
of the activities in Missouri, where in the 
past two or three years the breeders have 
carried out events of all kinds; sales and 
picnics, field days and programs designed to 
improve and promote Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
in that area. Missouri is now one of the 
top ranking states in the whole country 
engaged in producing Aberdeen-Angus 
breeding stock, and also right at the head 
of the list in numbers of new members join- 
ing the association and in numbers of cattle 
registered and transferred, showing a lot of 
activity in the sales of breeding stock with- 
in the state. 

The third speaker was Mr. C. C. Keller, 
county agent, who told of the importance of 
the live stock industry in Missouri and who 
also urged the Aberdeen-Angus Breeders 
to cooperate wholeheartedly for the produc- 
tion of their chosen breed.

Her good 
points are told and any faults pointed out 
vith a set of reasons for each given. After 
this demonstration the crowd is at liberty to 
ask questions concerning the discussion on 
the two animals, but Bill’s talk is so com- 
plete in covering the animals that few ques- 
tions are ever put to him and perhaps it 
would be best for those men, who have at- 
tended previous demonstrations to be think- 
ing of some good questions to ask at the 
next one they attend. 

Following the type demonstration the 
crowd is invited to judge several groups of 
cattle. These classes usually consist of four 
animals each, one a class of young bulls, 
another a class of heifers and a class of 
cows. On this day a ten dollar bill was 
given by the Ozark Empire Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association to the one who was 
in accord with the judge on each class. Ten 
year old Jackie Riley was the winner, 
placing every class correct. 

As in the type demonstration, Bill gave 
reasons for the placings of the cattle judged 
after the cards had been filled out . the 
contestants. This part of the program was 
one that practically every person present 
took part in and they showed much interest 
in the reasons given in the placings made. 
I know that everyone present enjoyed the 
big day and sincerely hope that it can be an 
annual event.

were located, emphasized the 
necessity for fullness of 
quarter and its substantial 
length and width from front 
to back at the flank line; he 
also stressed the desirability 
of a short neck set well into 
the shoulders, a good 
straight, wide back, well cov- 
ered from shoulders to tail 
head, deep body with strong 
rib spring, the length of 
rump from hook to pin bone, 
the shortness of the cannon 
bone from knee to hoof. In 
fact he omitted nothing 
edible.

Wayland Hopley, Dean Kildee of Iowa 
State and Dean Trowbridge of Columbia, 
University of Missouri, dropped in and were 
invited to add their bit to the talk fest that 
took place following the lunch. Wayland 
brought a first hand report from the meet- 
ing at Chicago where all three men had met 
with others and government officials for 
the purpose of working out a satisfactory 
solution to the meat problem that would 
best serve all concerned. Wayland certain- 
ly is the right man in the place for the 
breeders and cattle feeders representative. 
His talk was to the point and brought out 
some of the tough problems that face this 
committee, as they work with men who are 
not. any too familiar with the actual pro- 
ceedings in the production of beef. 

Dean Kildee discussed the importance of 
the right kind of sires in pure bred herds. 
He said we should look well to the quality, 
type and conformation of our bulls in order 
that we will be in position to supply the 
rangemen with the kind of bulls required 
for the production of more and better beef, 
from either an economical, profitable or 
pleasurable view point. 

Professor Trowbridge gave a very inter- 
esting skit revealing some of the high lights 
on his visit to the great Palermo show in 
Argentine where he placed the Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle only a few months ago. He 
was impressed with the magnitude of the 
beef industry of that country and the high

quality Aberdeen-Angus cattle that are 
playing a tremendous part in the improve. 
ment of the meats supplied from that 
country. He told how the big units are 
operated, how the herds run into thousands 
of head each, and how the packer buyers 
come out and tell the growers how many 
and what ages are wanted at a given time 
The Argentine grower feeds little grain, 
his cattle going mostly direct from the 
pasture to market and he pays the freight 
delivering the cattle at a set. price to the 
processor, 

All these talks were interesting and 
wholesome as well as enlightening. From 
here the crowd moved across the way to 
the barns where several classes of four— 
both bulls and females—were paraded and 
placed. The visitors using the regulation 
score cards, turning them in and then the 
bulls were placed and reasons given, Profes- 
sors Kildee, Trowbridge and Aberdeen-An- 
gus breeder Hopley took part in making 
these placings and giving their reasons, 
For the most part the judges did a nice 
job, however they did not always agree 
with the writer, or, should I say that my 
score was not quite perfect. 

Superintendent George Pinney had 
brought over a couple of bulls from the 
Thousand Hills Farms of Dr. George Laugh- 
lin, of Kirksville, Missouri; and Ward Ben- 
son, Jr., of the Benson Stock Farms, at 
Memphis, Missouri, and Earl Rogers, of 
Baring, Missouri, each brought over cattle 
that were used in the judging contest. 

Following the judging contest the crowd 
returned to the tent where the judges were 
to make their reports as to who had been 
the successful winners. While waiting for 
the judges to arrive at their conclusions 
the crowd was entertained by Art Sieving 
and “Harry”, the latter appearing to be a 
chip off the same block as the famous

HE ILLINOIS STATE SALE and 

SHOW, held this year on June 9th, at 

the Harvey Roberts farm, Rushville, 
Illinois, had been aptly called Illinois’ 
Greatest Sale and Show. Despite the fact 
that much of this country to the south was 
still inundated, the Beardstown road still 
closed, and that a steady rain had fallen the 
day prior to the sale, did not dampen the 
spirits of the breeders and buyers, who 
helped make this event such a success. 


Many of the breeders and visitors came 
from the south, and since the Beardstown 
road was still closed were forced to drive 
many miles out of their way to cross the 
Sangamon River at Havana. Even at Ha- 
vana the terrible destruction of the flood 
waters was evident with broken dikes seen 
from the high bridge, and a back log of 
water west and south of the bridge that 
covered an area four miles wide and 
eighteen miles long to a depth of twenty 
feet, mute evidence of the thousands of 
acres of fertile soil that will never be in 
crops this year, nor perhaps next. Along 
Highway 10 could be seen homes standing 
in water still filling the first floors, and 
barns that had had their haymow floors 
swept bare during the crest of the flood. 


Nearly every stream in the midwest has 
gone on a rampage, and still it continues to 
rain, but this has had little effect on the 
season’s late sales. Much crop land is not 
planted, but this year the cattleman will 
have lush pastures that will last much 
longer than ever before. pastures that will 
be no good unless the livestock is turned 


into them to convert grass to beef, and 


these Illinois breeders certainly offered the 
buyers an opportunity to purchase some 
splendid examples of the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed for that very purpose. 

The show of the sale cattle was scheduled 
to start at nine-thirty on Wednesday morn- 
ing, but due to the condition of the roads 
this show was delayed until ten o’clock. 
The judge was J. M. (Milt) Tudor, of Olin, 
Iowa, and working quickly he placed the 
several classes of bulls and females, along 
with the championship groups, before din- 
ner was served. 

In the first class of bulls were three 
head, with first place going to Clarquin 
Marshallmere Sensation, an April 19th, 
1939, son of Marshallmere 3d, consigned by 
Clarence Quintal. 

The second class contained five bulls, 
with the class headed by Enlata’s Eileen-

This bull was reserve champion of 
the bull show.

One of the major cattle deals made in 
this area in recent months was the pur- 
chase by RAY WILLOUGHBY and Lea 
Aldwell of San Angelo a few days ago of 
300 Aberdeen-Angus cows and calves from 
Reynolds Cattle Company’s Dalhart ranch. 
Aldwell began raising the cancer-free and 
hornless blacks only last year, when he 
bought a couple of hundred young commer- 
cial cows. He and Willoughby will receive 
the Reynolds Cattle Company cows in June. 


“We are not going out of the Aberdeen- 
Angus business.” Will Reynolds said last 
week while discussing this deal. “We are 
keeping a pretty fair-sized herd of register- 
ed cattle. We raise Herefords and Aber- 
deen-Angus too, and I can’t say which is 
the better all around beef breed for this 
country. But I will say the blacks are good. 
They raise calves that sell for a premium 
on the market, and they don’t give you any 
trouble with cancer eyes and the work of 
dehorning. a te 

Foster Rust, Concho County ranchman 
who runs close to a thousand head of the 
“black muleys,” this week received an- 
other 100 young commercial cows (two’s 
past), and five registered bulls from H. 
E. McCulloch at $110.00 each for the cows 
and $275.00 each for the bulls. 


Speaking of McCulloch, that San Angelo 
druggist and livestock auction operator and 
Concho County ranchman now has a herd 
of registered cattle that is one of the coun- 
try’s very best. He is disposing of his com- 
mercial cattle and going in for registered 
stock altogether; in fact, he has only twen- 
ty-five commercial heifers and a registered 
bull left for immediate sale. 

But he has eighty-nine top quality regis- 
tered females and a battery of outstanding 
herd bulls. Only last week he received 
forty-five young cows and a bull from Tal- 
madge Abney of Texline. They are from 
the famous Tarkio Farms herd at Kansas 
City, owned by A. H. Smith & Son. The bu!l 
is from the Queen Mother family, and was 
grand champion of the Kansas State Aber- 
deen-Angus Show at Hutchison in 1942. 

* 


In any discussion of Aberdeen-Angus de- 
velopments in West Texas, of course, the 
outstanding herd of Tommy Brook at Brady 
must be cited as an example of the breed’s 
Success in this territory. President of the 
rapidly growing Texas Aberdeen-Angus As- 
sociation, Tommy breeds both registered 
and commercial blacks, and has seen to it 
that his cattle have made friends wherever 
they went. 

* * * 

West Texas’ biggest Aberdeen-Angus 
herd, of course is operated by PAT JACK- 
SON of SAN ANGELO, who with his 
brother, Wren of Reagan County, maintains 
around 2,000 head of females on his scat- 
tered ranches. 

Perhaps the oldest herd in the area is 
that of Bob Flutch at Fort McKavitt; most 
of his cattle stem from the old D. C. Ogden 
herd, as do several other Aberdeen-Angus 
herds in that area. 
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Among the section’s newest breeders is 
Paul Campbell at Barnhart. Price Maddox 
of Sweetwater began raising the blacks 
only a short time ago, and has since added 
to his herd. Nig Calcote at Eldorado is a 
recent addition to the growing number of 
Aberdeen-Angus raisers; he has had plenty 
of time to observe the success of the black 
cattle on the ranches of other Schleicher 
County ranchmen, including Virgil Tisolale, 
Jess Koy, Luke Robinson, and others. 

* * * 


It would take a lot of space to name all 
the other ranchmen of this territory who 
have gone the “black muley” route since the 
beginning of the present decade, or to name 
all those who raised the blacks earlier. But 
it is obvious that the popularity of the 
breed is spreading tremendously. 

The most enthusiastic praiser of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle in the world, of course, 
is Will Hill, of San Angelo. With his late 
father, Sam H. Hill, he once bred some of 
the nation’s outstanding black cattle; they 
toured the country’s top show circuits with 
a successful show herd for eleven straight 
years up until 1921. Will at present oper- 
ates as a commission agent; he has been re- 
sponsible for getting more new breeders 
started off right than any other man in the 
business, simply because he knows good 
cattle and will not hesitate to give a less 
experienced buyer or seller his candid opin- 
ion. Ree 

W. L. Stangel, head of the animal hus- 
bandry department at Texas Technological 
College at Lubbock, recently asked Will his 
opinion of the college’s Aberdeen-Angus 
herd bull. When Will said he thought a 
better bull should head the college herd, 
Stangel commissioned him to find one. The 
same day, Stangel introduced Hill at a lun- 
cheon of the Kiwanis Club at Lubbock as 
the man from whom the college got its 
start in the Aberdeen-Angus world.

Two likeable fellows present, Chuck and 
Happy, last names never stay with me long, 
were telling about the splendid shooting at 
Chuck’s Turkey roost.

DEEPER IN THE 
HEART OF TEXAS 


The next morning we ate a goat meat 
sandwich, drank a glass of orange juice, 
finished up with ham and eggs, said fare- 
Well to our host and hostess and headed for 
ple ng to vay Koay Essar Ranch, 

r y Tomm ick, and managed b 
Arthur McArthur. . 


Essar Ranch consists of two thousand 
acres located about ten miles west of San 
Antonio on the Potranco Road, two miles 
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west of its intersection with the Culebra 
Road. The land is practically all rich val- 
ley soil; and provided with suitable irriga- 
tion facilities in case of drouth. It is under 
these conditions that a breeding program 
has been planned to develop and raise live 
stock and farm products to be handled by a 
locker plant in San Antonio. 

The chief part of the program is the 
raising of beef cattle, cattle that are raised 
primarily for breeding purposes. This pro- 
gram includes registered beef cattle of two 
breeds, Aberdeen-Angus and Hereford, and 
Essar Ranch is also attempting to develop a 
beef animal suitable for the Coastal range 
country by crossing the Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle with the Brahman cattle from India. 


The Hereford herd is headed by Hazford 
Rupert 139th, full brother to the 1936 In- 
ternational grand champion Hazford Rupert 
81st. The Aberdeen-Angus herd is headed 
by Master Page, reserve champion at the 
1935 International. Both sires head herds 
that are of very high quality breeding se- 
lected from the leading herds in several 
states. 

Our arrival at Essar Ranch was made 
just as Arthur and his family sat down to 
dinner, so very reluctantly (?) we ac- 
cepted an invitation. to eat southern style 
chicken and managed to cover our plates 
with a good share of the bones. 

Dinner over we allowed Art to drag us 
out into the hot sun. After all what were 
we visiting for, to eat, or see cattle? We 
did both, seeing the Aberdeen-Angus, Here- 
fords and the Brahman-Angus cross-bred, 
the breed that Essar Ranch is developing 
for the Coastal range country. 


We drove through the pastures looking 
at these cattle and I snapped a few pic- 
tures of the cross-bred cattle just to show 
how they appear. These cross breds have 
deep quarters, deep bodies and wide, yet 
their underpins are built for the range. 
They are not low-set and their heads are 
held much higher than any pure bred beef 
breed and the head, neck and shoulders are 
characteristic of the Brahman, including the 
slight hump on the top of the cross bred’s 
shoulders. The more I saw them the better 
I liked them for besides making them black 
the cross had taken nearly all the horns off 
the first cross and made them a lot more 
docile, at least they were a lot more quiet 
than Brahmans crossed with another breed 
which we had seen at another ranch. 


Mr. McArthur has planned a real con- 
structive program for Essar Ranch, includ- 
ing the production of pure bred lambs, hogs, 
chickens, turkeys and guineas in addition 
to the beef cattle, and I hope that another 
trip may be made at a later date to see 
how the program is progressing. Anyone 
in the vicinity of San Antonio should make 
it a point to visit this ranch and inspect the 
breeding program that has been set up by 
Mr. McArthur. 

The pure bred Aberdeen-Angus breeding 
herd was at pasture, a good grassland 
under foot and plenty of shade. The best 
shade found in the southern Texas pas- 
tures is the Huisache trees and the cattle 
make their way to these shady spots during 
the mid-day sun. It seemed that any time 
one stood in the shade it was cool, for the 
continual breeze made each shady spot very 
comfortable, so comfortable that we would 
find the cattle sleeping during the heat of 
the day under these trees, and the cattle 
we saw would have done credit to any 
registered herd. These matrons were care- 
fully selected from the leading herds of the 
mid-west and southwest and among them 
were many cows that carried strong pedi- 
grees, pedigrees rich in International cham- 
pionship breeding and they were being mat- 


ed to the 1935 International reserve cham- 
pion, Master Page. 

That evening we drove toward home, 
spending the night at Austin, and going on 
the next morning to Mexia, to visit Rufus 
Peeples, one of the newer breeders in that 
area. Rufus has a very nice place and well 
adapted to the production of pure breds. It 
is a farm that has been engaged in live 
stock production for some time, with a pro- 
gram that included commercial Hereford 
cattle, brood mares and Hampshire hogs. 

The registered Aberdeen-Angus herd 
numbers about sixty cows headed by Quer- 
cus Brigadier, a good young bull that would 
do credit anywhere, and as we _ walked 
through the pasture it was easy to notice 
the improvement in the past calf crop over 
the original females. The female herd was 
not fancy, but consisted of good working 
matrons with plenty of type and quality 
such as Rufus wanted in establishing his 
pure bred herd. These cattle were mostly 
from the Tommy Brook ranch, Brady, Tex.,

and all heifers were being retained in the 
breeding herd. 

One thing that we noticed was the ar- 
rangement of the buildings at this farm. 
Some time ago the main barn had burned, 
and since then they have arranged the 
buildings in such a manner that should one 
fire it would not endanger the rest of the 
equipment. The new barn was built on a 
hillside with a driveway entering the barn 
at the loft floor, with bins arranged under 
the drive so that grain could be dumped 
directly into the bins. On each side of the 
driveway above the bins was the storage 
space for baled hay and straw, or loose 
hay, and this barn would hold a lot of feed 
and winter a lot of cattle. 

Feed racks, bunks and pens on the first 
floor of the barn make an excellent place to 
take care of the cattle, with feed rooms and 
all arranged so that the work could be done 
with the least amount of labor and time. 

Beyond the main barn, and to the right 
were the hog houses, a farrowing house and 
feeding floor. The feeding floor was con- 
crete, roofed over, with self feeders for the 
pigs. The floor sloped to the far end of the 
shed and running water made it possible to 
flush the floor and keep it clean. A con- 
crete wallow had been constructed and the 
pigs were making good use of it when we 
visited the shed. 

We spent nearly all this day visiting 
with Mr. Peeples and know that he is much 
enthused with the Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 
In fact in 1933 he purchased some brood 
mares and was telling how far along in the 
Aberdeen-Angus business he would have 
been had he invested at that time the same 
amount in registered Aberdeen-Angus and 
kept the normal increase. However, a good 
start has been made and we look forward 
to this becoming another of the good foot- 
holds for the breed in Central Texas.
